MR. WILSON AND THE ADMINIS­ 
TRATION. 
Mr. Louis Siebold, a Washington 
S 
correspondent 
of 
the 
New 
York 
World, who has long been very close 
to former President Wilson, sends to 
his newspaper an exceedingly inter­ 
esting article bearing upon Mr. Wil­ 
son’s attitude to the 
foreign 
policy 
adopted by the Harding administra­ 
tion. In this article Mr. Siebold says: 
‘‘Friends who 
have 
recently dis­ 
cussed international matters with Mr. 
W ilson, while not attempting to re­ 
flect his personal opinions, have come 
away with certain 
definite 
impres­ 
sions. The most important of these is 
that the Harding administration, by 
recognizing the authority of the allied 
supreme council, has actually involved 
the United States in foreign entangle­ 
ments much more menacing to Amer­ 
ican interests than would have result­ 
ed from the ratification of the Ver­ 
sailles Treaty by the Senate. 
. 
. 
. 
“During the last campaign the for­ 
mer president expressed the hope that 
“the United States would not surren­ 
der a fruitful leadership for a barren 
independence. 
There is very excel­ 
lent reason to justify the statement 
that Mr. Wilson and the men who 
agreed with him believe that Secre­ 
tary of State Hughes has done pre­ 
cisely that thing. 
“They are understood to hold that 
in taking part in the deliberations of 
the Council the Harding administra­ 
tion invited proper criticism from the 
irreconcilable senators that the United 
States has become involved in foreign 
entanglements of a more serious na­ 
ture than would have resulted from a 
ratification of the Versailles Treaty.’’ 
To most of the supporters of the 
Wilson policies this attitude on the 
part of the former president will bring 
surprise. 
Most of them have hailed 
with satisfaction the course which the 
Harding 
administration 
is 
taking. 
They have been thoroughly aware of 
course, that it is a make-shift policy, 
and that it is a poor substitute for rat­ 
ification of the Treaty and entrance 
into the League of Nations, but it has 
seemed to them to be as good a sub­ 
stitute as is now practicable. Fur­ 
thermore, they have regarded it as a 
first step in a progress 
the 
end of 
which must be virtually membership 
in the League—under another name, 
perhaps, and revised in certain par­ 
ticulars. 
Support for this view is found in 
the opposition of the 
irreconcilable 
Senators 
to 
the 
administration’s 
course Senator Reed of this st#te has 
denounced 
it as a violation 
of the 
pledge given the voters during the last 
campaign. The republican bitterend­ 
ers are said to have been astonished 
and dismayed at it, declaring that it is 
a long step towards a return to the 
Wilson 
doctrines of foreign 
policy 
which they maintain, were rejected by 
the voters in the November election. 
That it does constitute such a step will 
probably continue to be the opinion 
generally prevailing among both the 
proponents and the opponents of the 
.Wilson policies. 
At the same time, there will be gen­ 


eral recognition, even among those 
not obsessed by the isolation idea, of 
the dangers involved in the Hughes 
plan and of the probable realty of its 
defects as indicated in 
the 
Siebold 
article. 
Participation in the confer­ 
ences of the Allies through virtual 
membership in the Supreme Council 
exposes us to unpleasant possibilities 
which would not have beset us as a 
subscriber to the League Covenant. 
This, apparently, leads Mr. Wilson to 
condemn 
the 
whole procedure; to 
others it will still appear that the Har­ 
ding administration, compelled be­ 
cause of the senate’s policy in the past 
two years to 
choose 
between 
two 
evils, has chosen fhe lesser. 
And to 
these it will appear also that the very 
perils and 
defects of the 
policy to 
which we are 
now 
committed will 
compel the early revision of that pol­ 
icy through the taking of further steps 
.in the direction of virtual realization 
of the League idea. 
At any rate, even if the Hughes- 
Harding substitute for the foreign pol­ 
icy that we should have adopted two 
years ago is impracticable, it is well 
that its trial has begun with so little 
delay. 
That 
something of the sort 
would be tried was inevitable, and, if 
it is a false trial, we shall learn that 
it is false only by giving it a trial. If 
it is as bad as Mr. Wilson is said to be­ 
lieve, we must abandon it before we 
have gone very far along it, yet by that 
time we shall probably have followed 
it too far to return to the senate pro­ 
gram of isolation. The only recourse 
for the administration then will be a 
swifter adoption than would otherwise 
have come about of the essential prin­ 
ciples of the League plan.

Kansas City, five in St. Louis, four 
in St. Joseph and three in Sedalia, 
and their resources, 
alone, 
were 
$768,923 000. 
These 
institutions, 
the research work of supervisor of 
statistics the state bureau of statis­ 
tics, revealed, had an aggregated 
invested capital of $47,015,000 and 
had in general circulation $22,107,- 
000 in bank notes. 
Their deposits 
reached $324,575,000 and the total 
cash on hand was $57,495,000. 
Missouri cities with two national 
banks were 
Hannibal,

Since June 23, 1877, a period

nearly forty-four years, only twelve 
Missouri national banks have been 
forced into receivership, 
five

this number being in Kansas City, 
two i. 
St. Louis, and one each in 
Platte City, Warrensburg, 
Spring­ 
field, Sedalia 
and 
Butler, 
Bates 
county. 
The total capital of these 
institutions at the time 
of 
their 
failure was $5,600,000. 
The twelve 
had in circulation a total of $655,- 
8lo in paper money, 
which 
the 
United States government prompt­ 
ly redeemed. 
All 
these 
receiver­ 
ships were paid out in due time and 
the banks since 
either 
opened 
again for business, 
or closed 
en­ 
tirely alter all creditors had been 
reimbursed to the extent that avail­ 
able resources made possible. 
Missouri's first national bank op­ 
ened its doors in St. Louis in 1863. 
Its capital was $100,000. 
The first 
annual statem ent made to the Uni­ 
ted States government revealed the 
following interesting facts; worth 
of United States bonds on 
hand, 
$105,000; cash on hand $87,000; in­ 
vested capital, $100,000; total 
of 
loans, $47,000; total deposits, $75.-
